THE VOYAGER HOPES TO PASs 
OVER THE ATLANTIC. 


He Once Sailed Through the Air From 
» Paris to Kieff in Russia, a Distance 
of 1304 Miles, Longest 

Trip on Record. 


PARIS, Oct, 16.—Although the attempt of 
Count de la Vaulx to sail across the Medi- 
terranean Sea failed, the acronaut is undis- 
mayed and confidently asserts that he will 
yet accomplish the feat, and after that 
cross the Atlantic in a balloon. 

On the present attempt the airship fell 
into the sea, but the balloonist and his 
companions were unhurt. They were picked 
up by the French cruiser Du Chayla, which 
was escorting the balloon. 

The result of the experiment did not 
cause any surprise, after the news brought 
to Marseilles by incoming steamers that 
the southeast winds which were blowing 
out at sea would carry the balloon to the 
coast of Spain or to Gibraltar. Moreover, 
the latest news from the passengers of the 
balloon indicated that it was proveeding 
very slowly. 

Count de ta Vaulx believes it possible to 


cross the Atlantic ocean in a balloon and 
the trip across the Mediterranean was to 
be largely an experiment for this. Count 
de la Vaulx, a year ago, sailed from near 
Paris to Kieff, Russia, 1304 miles. This is 
the longest balloon journey en record. 

Count de la Valux and Castillon de Sajnt 
Victor gave an interresting narrative of 
their long distance journey. They left Vin- 
cennes at 5:20 o'clock Tuesday, October 9, 
1900, ascending in a clouded sky. At night, 
however, there was a bright moon, which 
enabled the aeronauts to dispense with their 
incandescent lamp. ‘The first place they 
recog:tized was Rheims, owing to its ca- 
thedral, which was a splendid landmark. 
The wind was due east, the temperature 
mild and the aeronauts, looking down, en- 
joyed a splendid panorama of rivers, 
streams and lakes. Next morning the Cen- 
taure, which was the name of the balloon, 
was scudding past the Bavarian jAlps, hav- 
ing sighted the Saint Louis, in which were 
M. Balsan and M. Godard. M. de la Vaulx 
and M. Castillon de Satnt Victor then rose 
higher than ever, but began to suffer ser- 
iously from the cold and the rarefaction 
of the air. They avoided the danger.of being 
frozen by frequent inhalations oxygen 
land by wrapping themselves in the awning 
;or covering of the balloon. Meanwhile they 
succeeded in keeping themselves in an air 
current and in not deviating from the me- 
| ridian of Paris. 

They soon saw beneath them immense 
Pe = and forests, and, noticing a church 
'in Byzantine style, they knew that they 
were out of Germany. Thus they reached 
Kieff, but the aeronauts state that they 
could have gone far beyond that city, only 
they saw before them an apparently end- 
less forest, of which they were rather 
afraid. ‘The descent was easily effected, 
with the help of peasants, and it was from 
a neighboring landowner who spoke French 
that the balloonists learned that they were 
close to Kieff, in Little Russia. Count de 
ja Vaulx, the leader of this expedition, now 
leo w the prize of honor of the exhibition, 


as well as the world’s record for long dis- 
tance ballooning.

GOODS SOLD TO HELP THE MAN 
SHE RECENTLY MARRIED. 


Statements Made by Dr. William Pal- 
mer Chase, a. Young Dentist, and 
the Woman Whom He 
Wedded in Secret.

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—The beautiful and 
intelligent daughter of a wealthy family, 
Miss Beatrice M. Henderson, as she calls 
herself to shield her young husband, Dr. 
Wm. Palmer Chase, from the disgrace of the 
crime she is charged with committing for 
his sake, is doubly a woman of mystery, 
both to the police and to her husband. 

Arrested for systematically robbing a 
Sixth avenue department store, she has 
baffled all efforts to bring to light the story 
of“her life. and even her husband, who was 
recently graduated from the University of 
Pennsylvania, and whom she married on 
June 26 last, knows nothing of her antece- 
dents. 

She was arraigned before Magistrate Ho- 
gan in the Jefferson Market Court and held 
in $600 bail on two counts, one for stealing 
goods valued at $20.26, the other for stealing 


$15.45 in cash. 
Detective Bernard, who ‘arrested the girl, 


says that’ she confessed to having three in- 
dictments for forgery hanging over her in 
Philadelphia. 

Bail was not forthcoming, and she was 
taken to the Tombs to await trial in the 
Court of Special Sessions. 

Detective Bernard said that his fair pris- 
oner had admitted selling the stolen ar- 
ticles to give her husband a start in his 
profession. 

“I met her,’ said Dr. Chase, “at a so- 
cial function in Philadelphia, and fell in 
love with her. We became devoted to 
each other and were quietly married. My 


wife gave me reason for belief that her 
marriage was distasteful to her parents. 
I do not know that to be a fact. I under- 
stand that her father is a well-to-do con- 
tractor or builder. 1 do not know which. 
I would not know him if I saw him this 
minute. 

“My wife told me little about her par- 
ents. She was too independent, she de- 
clared, to ask them to assist her financial- 
ly. hey were well able, she told me, to 
aid her, but she often told me she would 
rather work off her fingers’ ends than look 
to them for a penny. 

“Although I graduated in medicine and 
received my diploma, I had no source of 
revenue and expected to build up a prac- 
tice in New York. hat is why we came 
here.

The young physician’s wife deceived him 
as to the nature of her employment. He 
admitted this freely. She was not em- 
ployed as the firm’s bookkeeper, as she had 
toid him, but simpiy as a saleswoman. 
This occupatton afforded her the chance to 
take goods from the store and return them 
as unsatisfactory, procure thereon a letter 
of edit, upon which she obtained both 
goods and cash. 

Chase is well known in Fall River, 
especially in the south end, where he re- 
sided for years on Hall street.

The lives of 230 persons sleeping in the 
burning frame structures were imperilled. 

Mrs. C. W. Rogers of 6114 Minerva aven- 
ue. in whose home the fire started, fled from 
her bedroom as her kitchen roof fell. Her 
daughter, Mrs. Cora Appleman, paused to 
rescue her son, Ellsworfh, and the lad’s 
hair was singed and he was slightly burned 
as his mother carried him to safety. 

Mrs. Thomas Williams, aroused by Mrs. 
Rogers, alarmed her household, and after 
reaching the yard ran back in the 
burning kitchen to get some clothing. The 
roof fell as she crossed the thresdold on her 


return to the yard. 

Joseph Hill and Thomas Young nearly 
lost their lives while carrying furniture 
from the Hill home. They saw the roof 
sway and jumped out the front door as 


it fell. 

Mrs. William Casserly sent her husband 
and two children down the front stairs 
and was almost suffocated while trying 
to secure clothes.

Mrs. Williams aroused Mrs. Hill and 
Mrs. Hill warned the other families of 
their danger.

NINE BAD EGGS COST $250! 


Aged Man Was Arrested for Their 
Theft and His Trial Was

DENTON, Md., Oct. 16.—The legal talent 
of Caroline County has been engaged in 
the trial of a venerable man charged with 


e larceny of nine eggs. It cost the 
saunte $250° to try the case, which resulted 
in the acquittal of the accused. 

State’s Attorney Towers prosecuted and 
ex-Judge Russum, and Mr. Huston de- 
fended.

SCHLEY'S CONDUCT IN. BATTLE 


Insinuations of Enemies Refuted by 
the Testimony of Capt Cook of 
the Brooklyn. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—The testimony 
of Capt. Cook of the. Brooklyn seems to 


have left not a shred of fact in the insinu- 
ations of Schley’s enemies that the commo- 
poh showed cawardice in the battle off San- 
tiago. 

Other officers have testified along the 
same lines of evidence given by Capt. Cook. 
But the importance of Capt. Cook’s testi- 
mony lies in the fact that he has nothing 
to gain by posing as the friend of Rear Ad- 
miral Schley. He is regarded by both fac- 
tions as a competent officer, and one whose 
reputation has been already made. 

When recalled to the stand yesterday af- 
ternoon Admiral Dewey, who is looking for 
all the facts in this controversy, said to 
Capt. Cook: 

‘“Please repeat any conversation that took 
place between Commodore Schley and your- 
self from the time the Spanish squadron 
came out until the Brooklyn was steadied 
on her westerly course in chase.’’ '

He spoke of that, He 
time .o lonk out for the 
torpedoes or torpedo boats. I know at that 
time that the executive ofiicer had come 
from below, and I turned to him and said, 
‘Look out for the torpedo boats’ or ‘torpedo 
attack.’ Then there was the conversation 
as to putting the helm aport, which I have 
already stated. He spoke frequently to me 
during the action abou cautioning the men 
a: the batteries to ‘lre steadily and slowly, 
rvt to lose their. shots. He called out a 
number of times, loud enough to be heard 
in the turret and to be heard on the lower 
deck by the men manning the auxiliary 
batteries, to fire steady, especially at a 
time when the ships were double on each 
other, as, for instance, the Colon passed 
from third to first place inside the other 
ships. He spoke to me a number of times 
asking me if I could not edge in on them. 
I recollect that distinctly, because I was 
anxious to keep a straight and steady 
course, believing we gained by that, and we 
had them at all times under an easy range. 
We had the range completely and our 
shots were landing. Theirs were not.’’ 

‘Please state what was the conduct and 
bearing of Commodore Schley. during the 
battle of July 3. The answer to this ques- 
tion previously given by you does not refer 
specifically to this date.’’ 

‘Tl eannot imagine any*conduct in battle 
more admirable. He was cool. brave and 
enthusiastic from the beginning to the 
end of the action.’ 

Mr. Rayner: Was Commodore Schley's 
position on the Brooklyn on the day of the 
battle one of danger? 

“Yes, as much as any one on board. He 
was in the open all the time.” 

Capt. Cook also clearly explained the con- 
ditions which induced Schley to start on 
the retrograde movement toward Key West, 
about which so much has been said by the 
commodore’s enemies. Capt. Cook said: 

“As near as I recollect the circumstances 
there was, a conversation after the mes- 
sage had been brought to me that signa!

I-did not understand 
the signa! and went in to see the commo- 
dore about it, I asked him what the signa! 
meant, and he -said that he must

Speaker Cronin administered the repri- 
mand, not because he wished to, but be- 


cause the House instructed him to do so. 
“Come up here, judge,’’ said Cronin. 


“Judge,”’ said the speaker in the low tone 


of a confidential utterance, ‘‘you’ve heard 
the resolution. I mean the one in regards 
to censuring you for not coming before 


the investigating committee. 

“The House has voted to reprimand you, 
judge, and I want to say to you, judge; 
don’t you do it again. I guess that’s all. 

“I have heard everything that has passed 
in the House this evening,” said Judge 
Wislizenus. “I have nothing to say just 
now.’’ 

The public reprimand wound up an ex- 
citing session, in which the Dayton street 
police justice was the central figure. 

First, Delegate Reiss of the minority in- 
troduced a resolution. It was not the kind 
of a resolution the House wished to hear, 
but it was read through by the clerk. 


It termed the Wislizenus inquiry ‘‘an un- } 


warranted, unfounded and unfair attack”’ 
on the judge’s character, declared that the 
committee ‘“‘did exceed its scope and 
and that the only purpose of the inquiry 
was “to hamper and ‘intimidate Wisliz- 
enus.’”’ 

That was the ‘“‘whereas’’ part of the res- 
olution. The ‘‘be it resolved’’ part provid- 
ed for discharging the committee and re- 
pudiating all its acts. 

Finally the judge was commended »for 
the ‘‘eminently satisfactory manner’ in 
which he had conducted his court. 


Reiss’ Resolution 
Was Voted Down. 
The resolution was lost, but {t served to 
start the controversy. 
Mr. Sweeney had another resolution, 
which was to pass. 


It stated that ‘‘irregularities’’ had been 
discovered in the course of the inquiry. 
It also provided that the judge should be 
“reprimanded” by the speaker for falling 
to appear before the committee Oct. 9. 

The resolution passed—but Delegate 
Burke voted agatnst it. This caused ‘con- 
sternation in the Sweeney ranks. 

Reiss was heard from again while the 
committee's. report was being discussed. 

“What were these irregularities that the 
committee found”?’’ he asked Sweeney. 

**You're not the mayor, nor yet the presi- 
ent of the Council,”’ said Sweeney. ‘We 
on't have to tell you anything.”’ 

“The report says the -committee made a 
partial investigation,” said Mr. Oberbeck. 
‘Now, I want to ask if it was a partial 
committee or an impartial one.’’ 

The minority, reinforced by Mr. Burke, 
Was voted down, but its members . were 
heard from after the House had adjourned. 
“What was the committee’s motive in at- 
tempting to charge the judge with dog 
stealing?’

“The man who started that story is the 
man who voted with your crowd just now,”’ 
said Sweeney, pointing the finger of scorn 
at Burke.

JUDGE MUST BE A SOLOMON 


He Will Decide Which Died First, 
Murdered Wife or Her Sui- 
cide Husband. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 16.—There ts a novel 
question gf survivorship tn the Probate 
Court which is puzzling Assistant Judge 
Casey and several lawyers. Here it is: 

“Did Willie M. Sweeney, who was mur- 
dered by her husband, Charles H. Sweeney, 


die before her murderer, who committed 
suicide after shooting her?’’ 

The Probate Court has been asked to de- 
cide this matter by relatives of both 
parties, and on the decision of the court 
will depend the disposition of the q@state 
of Charles Sweeney. 

The pécullar situation In which the court 
is placed by the case is this: If it could 
be positively decided that the husband 
died first then the estate would devolve 
upon the wife and at her death upon her 
legal heirs. In the other event, if the wom- 
an died first her heirs would have no claim 
on the husband's property, as he would 
leave it by law to his direct heirs. The 
couple had no children, so the tourt must 
decide to which heirs the estate should 
go. The estate itself amounts to but $1500 
and is principally in. j.welry. 

Sweeney and his wife had been separated 
for some months: She lived at 60 Rush 
street. He came to Chicago from Kentucky 
unexpectedly and on her refusal to return 
with him he killed her.

LAST TEN YEARS 


Statistics of Infection in the 
Hawaii Colony. 
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New System Desired to Prevent Con- 
tagion to Visitors at Molokai Set- 
tlement—Women Less Liable 
to It Than Men. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—There are now 
909 lepers and 164 clean persons at the Mol- 
okai leper settlements in Hawail, accord- 
ing to a report just received from Chief 
Quarantine Officer Cofer, in charge of the 
Marine Hospital work in Hawaii. All these 
are housed, fed, clothed’ and governed for 


$80,000 a year, 

The report praises the hopeful and cheer- 
ful ‘way in which these poor people resign 
themselves to their fate and points out 
that such contentment can thrive only on 
@ comfortable mode of life and good treat- 


ment. 

Surgeon Cofer reports he made careful in- 
quiries as to the chances of the infection 
of the clean people working among the 
lepers and that the general opinion was 
that in time they would become lepers, 

In the last 10 years, however, only 10 
clean residents have become lepers. The 
Board of Health has initiated a new system 
for preventing the lepers and their 
tives and friends from seernene and kise- 
ing each other by marching the visitors im- 
mediately from the steamer landing to a 
corral th a double fence.

% China, arrived yesterday by the steamship 


4, Empress of Japan on his way to Washing- 
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ton. He has with him a copy of the proto- 
col between China and the powers which 
Was recently signed by the representatives 
of the various nations Interested. He will 
proceed direct to Washington via the Cana- 
Gian Pacific Railroad. 

Affairs in China have resumed their nor- 
mal state, the commissioner said in an in- 
terview. He did not anticipate any further 
Outbreak, but there was no telling what 
would happen in China. The so-called in- 
Surrections in Kan Su and Manchuria, he 
gaid, were simply local uprisings which had 
been very much exaggerated. 

Three hundred Chinese troops entered Pe- 
kin on Sept. 17, and the keys of the gate 


- were handed over to Prince Chun with elab- 


orate and brilliant ceremonies. All the for- 
eign troops were withdrawn with the ex- 
ception of the legation guards and the 

ards at the railway station. Since the 

en Tsin affair there had been no trouble 
Over the railway from the coast to Pekin 
which is controlled by the British: in fact, 
the commercial interests seem to be taking 
charge of the country, and a commission 
Was organized to conduct commercial nego- 
tiations with China.

They have been suffi- 
ciently thorough over the Panama route to 
verify surveys and reports. 

They have carefully labeled and stored 
away in the rooms of the commission 
twelve thousand samples of earth and rock 
procured by the borings along the Nicar- 
agua route. These are all ready for ex- 
amination by contractors when they make 
the actual bids for constructing the canal. 


The Report Itself 

Will Cost $1,075,000. 

The committec has a report of thousands 
of pages ready for signatures, and is accom- 
panied by maps and profile drawings. It 
will be one of the most elaborate reports 
produced in this country, and perhaps in 
the world. When printed and bound it will 
be a complete encyclopedia of canalogy on 
the Isthmus of Panama. It will have cost 
the United States at least $1,075,000. The 
commission had a deficiency before the last 
Congress of $75,000. and may have a de- 
ficiency for a much larger sum before the 
next Congress. Its nine members have 
drawn $12,000 per year each for nearly three 
years. 

The whole question now hinges on wheth- 
er the Panama Canal company will make 
an offer to the United States which will 
inake it appear more advantageous to adopt 
the Panama rather than the Nicaraguan 
route. The report finds that it will cost 
considerably more to build a large ship 
canal by way of Lake Nicaragua than to 
complete the Panama canal. The work the 
Panama company has done has been esti- 
mated at an actual value of $43,000,000. Yet 
the total amount squandered and otherwise 
expended on the Panama ditch is about a 
quarter of a billion dollars. 

The commission has never been sanguine 
that the Panama ‘company would make 
any proposition that the United States 
could accept. Various tentative offers 
have been rejected emphatically. One was 
that the United States take over the prop- 
erty after reimbursing the new and old 
companies for all the money that had been 
expended. Another was that the United 
tSates complete the canal, and go into 
partnership, so to speak, with the Panama 
Canal Company. 


The Main Question 
to Be Decided. 
Apparently the commission desires to set- 
tle once for all whether it will be possible 
or advisable under any circumstances for 


the United States to acquire, finish, own 
and operate the Panama Canal. Seemingly, 
it also intends that no criticism shall be 
made in Congress that the Panama Canal 
interest was not given a fair show. 

This is the canal situation as it appears in 
the closing days of the Isthmian Commis- 
sion. It may be that M. Hutin has no defi- 
nite proposition tc make. 

It will undoubtedly be rejected unless he 
is willing to sell all title, right and interest 
outright to the United States, and unless 
the price he fixes be a reasonable one

PHYSICAL CONDITION BAD 


WEAK HEART AND SEDENTARY 
HABITS CONTRIBUTING CAUSES. 


Another, He Is Credited With Saying, 
Was the Necrotic Condition of the 
Kidney of the Assassinated 
President, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. ' 

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—The medical! s0- 
ciety of the state of New York is holding 
its semi-annual meeting in this city. Dr. 
Mathew D. Mann of Buffalo read a long re- 
port and detailed the nature of the late 
President McKinley's injuries and _ the 
method of treatment... Reporters were 
barred. The medical journals will probabl- 
publish his address in about a week. 

A physician in attendance, who heard th 
report, said that it came as a great surpris 
tc many of the professional men who hear 
it. Among other things, according to th! 


physician, Dr. Mann said: 

“If you asked me what caused the Prest 
dent’s death I. could not tell you. I doub 
if that will ever be discovered. I thin’ 
that the cause of death was the fact tha 
the walls of the ventricle of the heart wer 
very thin and atrophied. -Among the cause 
were Mr. McKinley’s advanced age, his s¢ 
dentarvy habits and his natura ly wea 
heart, which made his pulse high. 
One of the medical men asked Dr. Man 
why the X-ray had not been used to locat 
the bullet which remained in the President 
body. : 
“There was nothing in the condition « 
the patient,”” Dr Mann replied, “to sho 
that the bullet was doing any harm. If tt 
X-ray. had been used, it would have bee 
used to satisfy the curiosity of the ph) 
siclans, and the excitement attending th 
operation would have been harmful to th 
patient. For that reason we refrained. 
Another physician quotes Dr. Mann 2 
saying that, in searching for the bulle 
the knife revealed, back of the stomac 
and in the region of the spleen, a sma 
pocket containing necrotic tissue, the orig! 
of which remains a mystery to the phys 
cians. Even in the bacteriological examina 
tion following the autopsy no evidence c 
septic peisoning was found, disproving th 
assertion that surgery could have prevent 
ed death. 

The autopsy showed that the bulle 
passed through the upper portion of th 
idney. and that this organ was als 
necrotic. 
Dr. Mann considered the necrotic cond 
tion of the kidney and the atrophy of tn 
heart as chiefly responsible for the Pres) 
dent’s death. It did not lay within th 
power of any surgeon to save the Pres. 
dent's life. in view.of the defects in hi 
bodilv organization mentioned above. 
Twice during the reading of his repor 
the doctor called attention to the fact tha 
the blood count failed to show the desire 
increase in the white corpuscles, which a1 
absolutely essential to recovery in a boa 
undergoing a process of repair. 

He also laid particular stress upon th, 
fact that the wall of the right ventric 
was atrophied, but he did not state wha 
in his opinion, caused the atrophy. k 
stated, however, that the failure of sur- 
geons to find the bullet in the autopsy was 
due to the fact that the relatives of the 
dead President positively forbade them to 
go any further after they had only fairly 
begun their exploration. He said that it 
was the physicians’ desire to find the bullet, 
and that. had they not been molested, the 
autopsy would have revealed its location. 


BRITISH KING'S §=MALADY 


It Is Claimed That the Degree of His 
Disease Has Been Magnified 
Greatly. 


LONDON, Oct. 16.—There has been a 
marked revival of the unfavorable reports 
regarding the King’s condition, but it is 
irresponsible gossip, based on hearsay evi- 
dence. The courts’ functionaries and hos- 
pital surgeons cannot learn from any au- 


thoritative source that the King is ma- 
terially worse than he was before he left 
London for Germany. There has been a 
reat increase in pessimistic talk in Lon- 
ten clubs, but the facts relating to the 
King’s condition have not altered and the 
ailments reported from Balmoral are not 
serious. 

Preparations for the coronation are in 
rogress, and the King is taking direct and 
Rearty interest in ate! A detail. Those who 
have been in consultation with him report 
that his voice is strong and that he shows 
no symptoms of any incurable malady. His 
mind is clear, his orders are explicit, and, 
except for a perceptible increase of irrita- 
bility, his manner is the same as it was 
during the early months of his reign. 
Current reports respecting the Hing’s de 
clining health are without doubt prema- 
ture and unauthorized. The King will speed- 
ily come to London and silence the alarm- 
ing rumors, and will convert the return of 
the Duke of Cornwall and York from 
Canada into an imperial function. 


LOOKING AT SUBMARINE BOATS. 


Commissioners Are From Queen Wil- 
helmina’s Government. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—Commissioners ap- 
pointed by the government of Queen Wil- 
helmina of Holland are investigating the 
workings of the Holland submarine torpe- 
do boat at Elizabeth, N. J., for the pur- 
pose of making a report to the Holland 
governinent as to the advisability of adding 
one or more to the navy of Holland. The 
commission consists of Admiral Tadema, 
chief of staff; Capt. Wuntholdt, chief of the 
bureau of torpedoes; Sir Rappa, naval con- 
structor. The commission boarded the Hol- 
land ay agen Boat Co.’s steam yacht Geral- 
da, and, in company with the firm’s officers, 
spent some time at the proving grounds at 
New Suffolk, where the company’s ma- 
chine plant is located. The torpedo boat 
Fulton was also inspected.

Tri-Annual Report Shows Falling Off 
in Confirmations and Baptisms and 
Increase in Ministers, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 16.—For the next 
three years or until the next Episcopal con- 
vention, divorced persons may be joined in 
wedlock by Episcopal ministers. 

The greatest fight of the convention has 
been over section 4, of canon 36, virtually 
forbidding the remarriage of a divorced 
&@ priest of the church. This 
had passed the house of bishops and been 
adopied by a yea and nay vote in com- 
mittee of the whole of the house of depu- 


ties. When the committee reported its work 
to the house, the decisive vote was taken 
not only on the troublesome fourth sec- 
tion; but on the entire canon, which was 
rejected as a whole. Canon 37, which pro- 
vides for the disciplining of persons mar- 
rying again after being divorced, met with 
a similar fate. . 
The house of deputies passed an amend- 
ment to article 10 of the constitution per- 
mitting modified forms of worship which in 
spirit is similar to the famous Huntington 
amendment recently defeated. The amend- 
ment though credited to Dr. McKim of 
Washington was in reality presented to 
the convention of three years ago by Dr. 
Huntington. The bishops have yet to act 


the constitution. 

The committee on the state of the church 
presented its report, which included the fol. 
lowing statements: The number of confirm- 
ations during the three years was 121,345, 
which was, however, 3896 fewer than in the 
preceding period; the number of baptisms 
also was 13,832 less. The number of the 
clergy increased by 6 per cent, while the 
communicants increased 9 per cent. The 
number of parishes and missions increased 
by 5927 which was pronounced satisfactory. 
Attention was called to the lack of suffi- 
cient candidates for the ministry. There 
had been a total revenue from all sources 
of $45,690,715, an increase of $6,000,000. The 
contributions for foreign missions had in- 
creased $238,000, and for diocesan missions 
$327,000. The funds for the relief of disa- 
bled clergy and the widows and orphans of 
the clergy had also largely increased. 


HAZERS § WERE DISCIPLINED 


Twenty-Nine Young Men at Missouri 


University Must Apologize to 
Their Victim. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Oct. 16.—As a punish- 
ment for the recent severe hazing given to 
a fellow student, L. L«Thompson of Salem 
County, Mo., 29 of the students of Missouri 
University have been suspended for two 
weeks. If at the end of that time each of 


them has tendered an apology in writing 
to Mr. Thompson, the incident will close 
and they will return to their studies. If 
they do not apologize and give assurances 
of future good behavior they will be ex- 
pelled. It is thought all will comply with 
the conditions. 


TOBACCO DEALER FAILS. 


P. F. Smith’s Assets Are $150 and Lia- 
bilities $24,181.

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MR. PAT CROWE’S ACCOMPLISHMENTS. 


Mr. Pat Crowe, who is accused of the kidnapping of the Cudahy 

boy in Omaha, hus written a remarkable letter to the chief of 
police. He offers to surrender for trial if the rewards for his 
apprehension are withdrawn. 

This is a diplomatic proposition to avoid the consequences of 
the energy and enthusiasm which a large reward would inject 
into his prosecution. 

But Mr. Crowe is not satisfied with this diplomatic disposition 
of his Own serious business, but wants to settle the Boer war and 
the Philippine question. He suggests a plan by- which President 
Roosevelt may grant independence to the Philippines with honor 
to the United States. Then he says that he has served in the 
Boer army and, denouncing the British, appeals to “Teddy” 
Roosevelt toslead a regimrent of rough riders in defense of the 
Boer republics. He fervidly exhorts the people to efface the 
stains from the American flag. 

It is evident that Mr. Crowe is a much abused and misunder- 
stood man. He is not an ordinary kidnapper, but a soldier, a 
diplomat and a statesman. 

As the rewards havé been withdrawn there is reason to hope 
that the country has not lost the services of Mr. Crowe. If he 
does not serye it within the walls of the penitentiary, he may 
don the military uniform, or enter the ranks of the diplomats 
or the halls of Congress.

In Mexico corn is protected by a customs tariff and the shortage 
in the crop was taken advantage of to corner corn, which is the 
staple food of the working people. The price was almost prohib- 
itive and starvation threatened the poor. 

President Diaz suspended the duty on corn and obtained con- 
gressional consent to import and sell corn at or below cost. He 
then induced the railroads to reduce their rate on corn one-third 
The corn corner is doomed. '

Mr. Henry Meigs of Bayonne City, N. J., is health commis- 
sioner, crack shot, amateur actor, and last but not least, a brave 
man,

THE SUPREME COURT AN AMERI- 
CAN INVENTION. 


The American Supreme Court is an Amer- 
ican invention, writes Judge Simeon E. 
Baldwin in the International Monthly for 
October. 

It could only exist in a republican gov- 
ernment under a written constitution, and 
among a people with high conceptions of 
the sanctity and inviolability of funda- 
mental institutions. 

Its peculiarity lies in the absolute grant 
to the judciary of power to pronounce any 
act of the executive or of the Legislature 
void, because contrary to the supreme law 
of the land. 

Powers somewhat similar had been held 
by the highest tribunals of other nations; 
but these tribunals were not pure- 
ly judicial, or if judicial their decree was 
not absolutely final. The French par- 
liaments anciently passed their judg- 
ments on matters of state, but if 
they refused registration to a royal 
ordinance, they did so as a parliamentary 
body. When the constitutional era set in, 
the judicial power was more strictly lim- 
ited, and no court for a hundred years has 
had the right to declare a statue void, 

The Swiss confederation has its federal 
tribunal, but it is bound to accept and en- 
force whatever statutes the federal as- 
sembly may enact, however they may seem 
to conflict with the articles of confedera- 
tion. It is the same in each canton. The 
cantonal laws cannot be rejected by any 
court. 

Biuntschli, in his ‘Allgemeines Staats- 
recht,’’ asserts that this is true of all 
Europe. The imperial tribunal of Germany 
emphatically affirmed this position in 1883. 
A Bremen court had ventured to apply the 
American doctrine, in holding a local or- 
dinance void, because an unconstitutional 
interference with vested rights. This de- 
cision was reversed on appeal. The con- 
stitutional . provision (that well-acquired 
rights must not be injured) which was in- 
voked, is to be understood, said the im- 
perial tribunal, only as a rule for legis- 
lative power itself to interpret. The judici- 
ary could not differ from its view. ss 

In Great Britain, the “Law Lords’’ have 
come by practice and rule to constitute 
what in that kingdom comes the nearest 
to the American idea of a Supreme Court. 
But until recent years every peer was en- 
titled to sit in the House while it was en- 
gaged in judicial business. The court is 
still the Hiouse of Lords. It is an ulti- 
mate court of appeal for the British islands, 
and the king in council (or “the judicial 
committee of the privy council” for the 
eutlving dominions of the crown. One of 
these tribunals ts essentially a legislative 
body and the other essentially an adminis- 
trative body.
